Arguments for Canon. 

Richard P. Tinkham, former 
president of the Indiana State

“The problem with which the 


bar is confronted is a serious 


one,” he said. “We need a 
good press if our present sys- 
tem of justice is to survive and 
improve.” 

Tinkham, member of a bar- | 
media conference committee 
which has been studying the | 
problem since 1954, said the 


.committee believed it should | 


- 


be submitted to an impartial | 
agency for scientific research | 
and recommendation. 

Questions to be submitted to 
such an agency, he said, should 
be the following: 

“1. Will’ photography and 
broadcasting, or either, have an 
adverse emotional or psycho- 
logical effect on trial partici- | 
pants? 

“2. Will partial broadcasts 
influence public opinion and, 
in turn, trial results? 

“3. Will photography or 
broadcasting, or both, impose | 
undue burdens on a trial | 
judge?” 

Whether or not the canon 
should be repealed or relaxed, 
Tinkham said, “must be based 


on substantial evidence and 
reason.” 

Swezey said, referring to ar- 
guments that televising of 
courtroom proceedings might 
have an “unfortunate psycho- 
logical reaction” on judges: 

“I find singularly disquiet- 
ing the apparent cynicism. with 
which lawyers regard: a sub- 
stantial part of the judiciary.

Sharp disagreement over 
whether the foreign policy of 
the Eisenhower Administration 
has alienated other nations was 
expressed last night by United 
States Representatives Thomas 
B. Curtis of Webster Groves 
and Mrs. Leonor K. Sullivan. 

“We certainly have lost 
friends in the last few years 
with our lack of a planned 
foreign policy,” Mrs. Sullivan, 
Democratic candidate for re- 
election in the Third District, 
asserted. She participated in a 
radio interview program with 
Curtis and Paul E. Corning Jr., 
Republican candidate for Con- 
gress in the First District. 

Curtis, a Re aus an who is 
seeking re-el the Sec- 
ond District, denied that the 
United States has lost the 
friendship of other nations, de- 
claring: 

“On the contrary, we have 
been gaining friends. When the 
President sent American troops 
to Lebanon so a free election 
could be held there, through- 
out Asia and Africa the hearts 
of people were gladdened. 

“This is the opposite of what 
happened immediately after 
World War II when we sold 
many small nations down tne 
river. We lost friends then.” 

Corning expressed the view 
that under the Eisenhower for- 
eign policy, the United States 
“has solidified friendships with 
other free nations.”

Dulles ‘Shifts Ground 


Secretary of State Dulles’s new argument 
for defending Quemoy recalls the old 
about rider lost for want. of a horse 
for Want of a shoe for want of a nail. 
the logical conclusion is that United States 
Far Eastern policy needs a stronger nail than 
attachment to Chiang Kai-shek. 


Mr. Dulles told the Far East-American 
Council of Commerce and Industry in New 
York that the.Chinese Communists “probably 
hope that by capturing the offshore islands 
of Quemoy and Matsu, they will so destroy 
the prestige and authority of the Republic 
of China that they can take over Formosa by 
a subversive coup.” 


The implication here is quite different from 
that of the earlier State Department policy 
line, which held that loss of Quemoy would 
endanger Formosa militarily, or would set 
off a chain reaction of Communist successes 
elsewhere. Mr. Dulles is now saying that 
we must help Chiang Kai-shek hold onto Que- 
thoy for reasons of psychology and morale. 
The implication is that withdrawal from tiny 
islands as strategically insignificant as the 
Quemoy group might bring disaster to our 
Nationalist aljies.-~ 

If that ig 86, Chiang is a weaker ally than 
the State Department has ever admitted. Yet 
the State Department has known right along 
that Chiang had béen unable to hold the loy- 


,alty of his people or all his troops on the 


mainland. Why should he be expected to 
command the loyalty of native Formosans? 


Normally a great power which finds an 
ally so weak would look for stronger allies. 
Certainly it would not allow a weak ally to 
enmesh it in a grave risk of war. Instead, the 
Dulles policy of backing Chiang to the hilt 
over offshore islands has weakened support 
of his policy among our strongest allies. 


The United States is committed to defend 
Formosa against Communist aggression, but 
it is not committed to perpetuation of Chinese 
Nationalism. on. Formosa, There are many 
reasons for seeking United Nations discus- 
sion and for considering the possibility of an 
international trusteeship for Formosa. The 
implied inability of Chiang Kai-shek to secure 
his home base is an impelling argument for 
reexamining our entire Formosa policy. 


No Luck.in Those British Sloops 


Avast! Let go the main braces and the jib 
halyard! Spinnakers and genakers, sou’westers 
and sea boots, hard tack and grog can be 
stowed away once more. Columbia, the sleek 
sloop with the salty crew, has made it four 
straight over Britain’s Sceptre. The Old Mug, 
yachting’s most precious trophy, that baroque 
hundred-guinea silver cup which Yankee sail- 
ors captured from the British in the Isle of 
Wight races of 1851, will continue to repose 
in the New York Yacht Club. 


In the latitudes off Newport, R.I., the two 
racing yachts tacked, luffed and jibbed in 
winds that varied from the imperceptible to 
19 knots and in rough seas and smooth. The 
Parisian bosomed spinnaker of Sceptre, tossed 
high in some of the most desperate gambles, 
failed to snatch any more wind than did Co- 
lumbia’s more conservatively curved spinna- 
ker of Marblehead vintage. Too often the 
wily crew..of .the.Columbia simply held to 
windward, blanketing the British 12-meter 
yacht. 

Sceptre ,had been built in great secrecy. 
Her crew guarded her from American eyes 
from the. moment she arrived until the first 
starting gun. It was hinted there was some- 
thing special in her design. George Findlay, 
yachting expert of the Glasgow Herald, who 
had knowledge of Sceptre from the moment 
of her inception, and who watched Columbia 
win the elimination contest against Vim, de- 
clared he had a buraing conviction” that 
Sceptre would win. 

It was a good match for America’s Cup. 
Not once did the protest flag fly. It was a 
far cry from 1893 when Lord Dunraven loud- 
ly proclaimed that his Valkyrie had lost be- 
cause of “a fluke, a foul, and a fizzle.”

Who Wanted Headlines? 


The chairman of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, former Republican Congressman John 
W. Gwynne of Iowa, has laid down a barrage 
against the House subcommittee which has 
been investigating the federal regulatory 
agencies.. Speaking to the convention of the 
Federal Bar Association in Washington, Chair- 
man Gwynne accused the committee mem- 
bers of “headline hunting, slander mongering, 
unfairness and general irresponsibility.” 

Life’ is} too short to comment on all Mr. 
Gwynne's} complaints and we would “be the 
last ‘to say that no congressional committee 
had ever set out to bag itself a few headlines. 
But not the House subcommittee whose hear- 
ings brought about the resignations of Sher- 
man Adams and Richard A. Mack. For weeks 
a headline was the fondest thing it was not 
of. It did its best to keep out of the news- 
papers and everything else. 


The record shows that not until the inter- 
nal blowup in the subcommittee—the firing 
of its original counsel and staff director, 
Dr. Bernard Schwartz of New York University 
Law School and the resignation. of Congress- 
man Moulder of Missouri as chairman—did 
the subeommittee begin to go anywhere. And 
there is still a question as to how eager it is 
to complete its mission, namely a thorough 
investigation into the operation of the agen-

Q. How old must a turtle be 
before laying eggs? 

A. Usually the female lays 
her first bateh of eggs at the 
age of two years. Some kinds 
of turtles, however, postpone 
their egg-laying until the third, 
fourth or fifth year of life.

[eas 6 This is due, in large part, to 


their shell covering. Their 
slow movements also may play 
a part in prolonging their lives. 


A few kinds of turtles have 
soft, leathery shells, but the 
majority are covered with 
hard, tough, horny shells. Many 
of them (but not all) can pull 
their heads and legs complete- 
ly inside their shells in case 
of attack. 

Many turtles live to an age 
of half a century. There are 
a few good records of turtles 
which have passed the century 
mark. 

Small members of the fam- 
ily, including box turtles, often 
live from 25 to 50 years. In 
rare cases box turtles have 
reached ages of from 60 to 70 
years. 

A large turtle was picked up 
on one of the Sechelle islands 
in the Indian Ocean. From 
there it was transported to 
Mauritius, an island about 550 
miles east of Madagascar. This 
turtle lived 152 years after its 
capture.
